TROUT JFARMING. 

Our Editors Visit the In¬ 
dustry at Plymouth. 


A trip to Plymouth is always inter¬ 
esting, lull to almost everybody, 
familiar indeed have become the old 
historic landmarks, descended from 
tho Pilgrims, for which si rangers 
travel thousands of miles to even gaze 
upon. 

To Uml something new in this old 
historic town, to one who has fre- 
inently visited tho placo requlros tho 
unpuniomdiip of some one who knows 
of its wonderful natural beauties, 
s familiar with its many named ponds, 
ail who well knows tho trails leading 
through its deep fores s where only 
V true lover of nature loves to roam, 
n company with such a gentleman 
and accompanied by the editor of ono 
four contemporaries, on one of the 
recent beautiful fall days, we decided 
i once more visit Plymouth, hoping 
» see something how. 

()n our arrival we at once repaired to 
the Central House, where a most de¬ 
licious dinner awaited us served in 
hat epicurean taste, with which only 
'mine host” Minchin, a former popu¬ 
lar llr.llntree boy, is familiar. 

Alter the mid-day meal, our ho»t 
lestring to do the honors, a comp tided 
us on a tour, taking in manCol' the 
old familiar things, lait aiways looked 
upon, on each vi-it, with renewed 
interest. 

There was the Memorial Hull, and 
he old Hitrying Hill, where the seared 
leaves of autumn made a carpet of sur¬ 
passing beauty; the Hock upon which 
lie forefathers landed; the long satld 
bar in the distance, around which they 
sailed to a snug and comfortable har¬ 
bor; and lu-t hut not least, although 
more modern in its surroundings, was 
he Old Curiosity Shop, containing 
ancient relics that Inive proved of 
groat interest to comoisACurs of an¬ 
tiquity. 

'itmlly, wo llml our-elves standing 
on the hill opposite the stone canopy 
covering the “Hoi k” near the stone 
which marks the testing place of 
several unknow n dead, who canto over 
in the Mayllower only to hteulli their 
last in the forests of a then unknown 
:ountry. , 

It was Item we contemplated what 
should he our next move. Whom 
should we then go? What point or 
tbject of interest should we visit tocon- 
•lude a pleasant day's excursion. 

A suggestion from our Natural His- 
ory coin pan ion, Hint we visit the 
Trout Hatchery, mvned by his old 
friend, C. C. WtkmI watt net ill-timed 
and it was greeted by us with pleasure. 

Taking the ele« tries toward the l*i! 
grim House, thither we repaired, ami 
to say that something now and of 
more than usual interest was not 
Unclosed to us would lie untrue. 
Stopping at a lane, leading nppar- 
ntlyintntho woods, along meadow 
lay stretched out before us. At tie 
gate we were met by Mr. Wood, uh 
vas only too deligh'od to show us over 
.lie extensive grounds, and give us in- 
'ormation of this most intricate 
lnstries, (lie .unnatural hatching of 
trout. 

In their natural state, the ILh lay 
their eggs in the shoal waters of the 
cold brooks, which are so necessory to 
their health and even life. For this 
ison, only particular places are 
adapted to this business, as a constant 
supply of pure spring water of eve 
temperatures is a necessity. 

To provide for this, the Flymout 
Hock Trout Co., which is the appel¬ 
lation of this plant, have sunk driven 
wells in the hill sides surrounding th 
meadow, from which the limpid tluid 
is conducted to the tanks containing 
the llsli. This water never freezes, 
and in fact only rises in temperature 
about 4 degrees during the entire year, 
from 48° to 52® Farenheit. 

lie season had not sullleiently ad¬ 
vanced so that we could see the actual 
iteration, fertile eggs nro not ripe 
until about November. 

At this time, the lisli lire taken from 
the pools where they are kept, and 
carried to the hatching house. Here 
the eggs and mill are gently ex pro 
from the trout, and placed in shallow 
uns made of screen wire. Wat 
from the springs i« allowed to How over 
them, unfertilized eggs being removed 
from time to time, until the young 
fry emerge from the spawn. They arc 
kept here until they are a few mouths 
old, when they art* removed to the pools 
out of doors, but here the work of 
earing for them is not ended, for there 
are discu<e* ami enemies to be con¬ 
tended against. If can* is not taken, 
a fungus attacks the skin, which soon 
destroy* the lidi. IT handled without 
wetting the hand, the slime which pro¬ 
tects I lie skill is rubbed off, and this 
gives an opportunity for the fungus to 
gut her. 

Sometimes a dise.i-e attack* the 
spine, and the tail heads to one fide, 
preventing locomotion, and the lisli 
soon dies. 

Frogs and snakes will catch and de¬ 
vour the young fry. and these have to 
bo netted and killed. The refuse 
w hich gathers in the bottoms of the 
tanks must he removed, and the gravel 
kept dean. 

Now, us has ulready been stuted that 
the li«h have their enemies; the own¬ 
ers o| this great uud wonderful indus¬ 
try have their enemies as well. It is 
well kuowii that for the past decade, 
the trout brooks that have supplied 
the palates of epicures, for this deli 
rate dish, have fast become depleted, 
and the game laws have prevail led 
obtaining a sullieieut supply. This 
iiu- tempted the cupidity of humanity, 
and when men, who for the sake of 
I gain, ure willing to defy the law, then 
the sight of »o many li-h in these pools 
tempts them; and by the uso of nets 
many thousands have been stolen. 

| The foolishness ol such an attempt 
can be easily seen. The perpetru 
tors can he surely discovered through 
the marketing of their ill gotten gain*, 
as trout can Is? sold only in small 
quantities taken lawfully from the 
ordinary trout brooks. 

We were informed by Mr. Wood, 
that cut'll un iustattie of which we 
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speak, I* already awaiting trial in tlio [ pletud our trout brooks, that when* it

that this meadow lias been ditched 
very similarly to that done lu meadows 


for drainage purposes, although the 
width of the ditches is many times 
greater than in that ease. 

Now then for perhaps a better word, 
these ditches are divided into pools, 
sepuruted by wire screens. When the 
lish are first taken from the hatching 
house, they are put into these lands, 
and us they advance in age, six months 
litter, we will say, they ure then trans¬ 
ferred to another poo), until the 
several pools contain lisli ranging from 

months to 3 years old. To walk along 
the I*.mi.', past tbeae several {tools, 
and witness the playing and antics of 
250,000 trout, is the scene of a lifetime, 
and one not likely to be forgotten. 

At the time of our visit, the game 
laws of MussuehuH4*tts, protecting 
trout, were lu force, in other words, it 
was the close season, and much as we 
desired to taste the delicate morsel, or 
cast u fly into the (tool of trout measur¬ 
ing at least 10 inches, our guide, the 
owner of this remarkable business, 
dared not trust u« with even one which 
might be found on our person, and cost 
us a handsome line, but ut the ruine 
time he wo* then preparing to ship 
many thousand try for slocking tho 
brooks in the northern part of this 
state. Singular isn't it ' A compuny 
running a business of their own, with a 
large capital invested, at a certain sea- 
sou of the year, not allowed to sell the 
product <d their industry us they 
choose. Why ! the shoe luauulacturer 
can sc 11 In* g<*od» the year round. The 
man who hub hes chickens by artificial 
means, euu kill and sell them u* he

The same is true of other section* of 
tile country and it Inis been deemed 
wise to prevent the rupture of these 
tlsli at certuiu season* nf the year so 
that they may have an opportunity to

|M‘op)e who would occasionally desire 
to capture a lew trout, he Batialicd.

Almost every night I am far from enter¬ 
tained hy accounts of what occurred that 
day in tlm schoolyard—of the bullyiug und 
abusing of the small boys—those cunning 
little fellows in white collars and knieker- 
bock era—of the liata thrown into the 
cellarways, or otherwise soiled, or wholly 
destroyed—of the water spattered upon 
one another hy these enfant terriblet -of 
the tiniest kids set to IlglRtughv the bigger 
ones, and egged on hy cheers and pushes — 
of the youngster who develops Incipient 
braggadocio because Ids big brother is 
on call to lutek him in any mcasley prank — 
and so on. 

Now 1 do not want to sen my boya or any 
Isiys milksops, yet I would rather their 
fighting etlucation he neglected, or their 
knowledge of nastiness in general lie post¬ 
poned, until the time w lieu they call dis¬ 
criminate. It seems better to me to have 
them neither sissies nor gladiators, hut to | 
occupy the medium place of liklug health¬ 
ful pastimes carried on with fair play, aud 
with a noble scorn for picking upon the 
puny. 

In the schoolroom there Is an effective 
system of rules and order, but on tho play¬ 
ground does not lawlessness too often pre¬ 
vail? It is a notorious fact that tho aver¬ 
age child the first month of school learns 
more evil than during the whole five years 
of his little existence. Of course he does 
not learn it in the schoolroom. I’erish the 
thought! Is it not tn the schoolyard, ami 
on the way to school where no particular 
espionage is had ? 

In my opinion there should he a school¬ 
yard police—a sort of Juvenile police, or¬ 
ganized hy the well-disposed Imys of the 
larger growth, primarily directed hy the 
teacher and maintained for the protection 
of the weak, the promotion of fair play iu 
every good game, and the establishment of 
wholesome intercourse altogether, whether 
of tongue or action. 

Theii it might he that a few bloodthirsty 
young villlans could not vitiate the whole 
playground, mukittg life miserable for the 
little tots aud giving to every sport Hit 
worst development. 

My hoys are no bettei than any body's. 
A streak of uauglitiueas runs easily through 
the whole juvenile tribe. Kvery child will 
hear watching. He should he located, 
classified, ami catalogued from his first 
shout in the morning until his head dents 
the pillow ut night. At home liis meals 
aud manners are looked after hy his 
parents, hut if lie is permitted ou the street 
the hold is lost, and auuciiiess und cigar¬ 
ettes get In. In the schoolroom there in 
another drawing of the reins und lots of 
good results, but In the schoolyard cornea 
another relaxation, und with the luck of 
restraint cornea tho petty evils l have men¬ 
tal oiled. 

If I am wrong iu my deductions I shall 
he surprised, und yet I hope I am wrong.

Hints to Farmers. 

To neither chicken* nor t en* ever give 
any Hurt of meal without maiding it. If 
a,olt, popper or oilier spices are added, mix 
them before wetting. 

It i* poor f.inning t.< keep up a few acres 
near tlo* barn with the entire supply of 
stable fertilizer and let thin field* fail to 
make heavy m*ds. 

Hnh.xolling is peculiarly adapted to fall 
work, w lien the ground i* apt to he dry. 
It is never the right thing to subsoil land 
when it is wet down where the suhsoiler 
works. The ground would he left in a pod¬ 
ded condition and worse off than If it had 
been left untouched 

When fed for any considerable length of 
time upon any one ration animals will tire 
of it to a more or less extern ; this is one 
reason why it Is not w ise to make corn or 
anything else an absolutely exclusive ra¬ 
tion, even at fattening time. 

It is not the quantity of food, however, 
that gives the best results, hut the quality. 
Skill is necessary in feeding, as the age of 
an animal and the special work it is to per¬ 
form must be considered. It is also im¬ 
portant to economize in food by prevent¬ 
ing its loss after it has been consumed; that 
is, the animal must he protected from cold 
or a larger prn|*ortinn of the food will Is* 
utilized iu creating animal heat. 

Kvery pouml of produce sold that has 
been saved by some system of feed ing is a 
clear gain, anti in estimating the cost of 
lulior that fact must he considered. With 
good management und proper shelter .n 
winter the cupueity of the cows can he 
largely increased ami a profit mude during 
the coldest months of the year. 

Ill selling, get us close to the retailer as 
you can; in buying, reverse things and get 
your wares from the wholesaler, if possible. 
When a crop goes through tin* hands of 
two or three middlemen on Its way to 
market the profit of the grower shrinks ma¬ 
terially. 

When currants ami gooseberries have 
been injured by tin* borer, a* soon as the 
leuves start the defective cuurs are easily 
discovered ami should he cut out us far 
down as the pith is eaten out ami burned 
at once. The egg is luid about June 1, and 
as soon as hutehed the young borer eats its 
way into the cane, ami remains until the 
following seusoii. 

Ill the feeding of stock there is a disposi¬ 
tion on the part of sums farmers to bestow 
a* little labor as possible, such being done 
with the object of economy, hut it Is al¬ 
ways a mistake to economise in luhtr when 
the lalsir can not he applied profitably In 
some other directiou. 

lu many cases it is l»e-t to save some of 
the Itcnt shaped ami most tltrifty looking 
of the common hens on u* < ouut of their ex¬ 
treme hardiness ami breed them with 
choice pure-hred males of the desired 
breed. Hy using pure-hred cocks of a cer¬ 
tain breed for generations the Hocks may 
l*e “graded up" ami he almost u pure breed, 
even lietler for practical pur|M»scs. 

More than one farmer wants u design 
for u pig trough where tin* boss pig can¬ 
not go lengthwise of the whole trough, 
keeping the rest away uutil he gels all he 
wauls. 

To grow mushrooms for profit they 
should h«- cultivated only uuder the most 
favorable circumstances. Total darkuess 
is uot imperative, but temperature and ' 
moisture are more apt to he equable iu 
dark places, and it is largely for this res- 
aou that mushroom houses are kept dark. 

lu Switzerland a milkmaid or milkmau 
gel* better wages if gifted with a good 
voice, because it bus been discovered that 
a cow will yield oue-iiftb more milk if 
soothed during the milking hy a pleasing 
melody. 

Asparagus roots may !m* planted iu 
spring or fall, provided me ground is mod¬ 
erately dry , otherwise it is better to plaut 
iu the spring The land must he well pre 
par*-*! and can hardly Im* too rich. Good 
strong I-year-old plants are hy rnauy pre¬ 
ferred to older ones. 

Readers might a* well make up their 
minds n<'w that seed potatoes will Im* high 
next spring Last April we Itought excel¬ 
lent seed at £1 per barrel It Is now im¬

BEETHOVEN'S BIRTHPLACE. 

(The Groat Composer Was Born tn the 


"forbear" disturbing the bones of the' 
divine William. But nowhere else. I be¬ 
lieve, Is this praiseworthy sentiment 
put Into such a system and crystallized, 
so to spenk, ns in Bonn, the birthplace 
of the grentest musician the world ever 
raw, Ludwig van Beethoven. Bonn is 
a city well worth seeing in Itself. 
Though In the main It gives the impres- 


existing In the Beethoven house. That 
for the student of music Is of entranc¬ 
ing Interest. It contains a unique col¬ 
lection of manuscripts nnd of original 
scores by the composer. Many of these 
show the corrections, two or three 
times made In some instances, in the 
nervous, crabbed writing of Beethoven. 
There are some among them that were 
written after lie had become deaf, and 
os the deafness Increased—the dates 
bring that out plainly—the correct ions, 
too, increased. Besides, there are hun¬ 
dreds of letters from him uml to him.

sion of a rather modern city, yet it is 
one of the oldest in Germany. It 
was a place of importance In the 
early Homan times, and a forti- 
fleil and castellated camp of a le¬ 
gion wns maintained there ns early 
«s the birtli of Christ. Its very name is 
of purely llomnn origin. Up to 1794 
Bonn wns the see of the archbishop of 
Cologne. Now it holds one of the best 
universities of Germany, nnd there is 
considerable wealth, industry and cul¬ 
ture stored up within its walls. But 
what makes Bonn to the world at large 
of more than ordinary importance is 
ttic fact that Beethoven first saw there 
the light of day. And, to commemorate 
Beethoven’s claims to immortality, the 
whole population of Bonn lias joined for 
many years. 

| Every summer or lute spring there is 
a music festival at Bonn, occupying 
about n week, during whose continu¬ 
ance nothing but Beethoven composi¬ 
tions nre rendered by the most re¬ 
nowned instrumentalists, vocalists and 
orchestras. A large chorus of male nnd 
female voices is trained for the purpose 
of tnking part in these musical fetes 
aud this chorus is made up of tlic most 
distinguished people of Bonn. The 
compositions chosen for the occasion 
are, ns n matter of course, among the 
finest nml their manner of rendition 
has become, iu the courso of time, so 
perfect ns to outvie anything elsewhere. 
This year, a couple of weeks ago. the 
Leonorc symponv, for instance, was 
played with such exquisite skill aud 
finish, nnd the participants were nil 
such masters ot their instruments. Hint 
from all over Germany the lovers of 
pure music went ns to a pilgrimage, 
much us is done to t lie Wagner perform¬ 
ances in Bayreuth. 

But outside of these musical perform¬ 
ances there is a Beethoven Memorial so¬ 
ciety la Bonn whose self-imposed tusk 
it is to keep intact the house and the 
room In which the great maestro was 
horn. The house stands on a quiet side 
street of the town, nnd it differs iu its 
looks in nowise from scores of others in 
the vicinity. It may he about 250 year* 
old nnd is well preserved. In ils rear 
portion the wing standing in the court 
yard und little garden, whose smooth 
greensward and rise trees just now 
look most inviting, was the abode of 
Beetbovcu's parent*. Trelliscd vines 
spread over the Miionth whitewashed 
walls. In a garret room the visitor is 
slum ii ttu* exact *;i-it where the grent 
musician was horn \ white marble 
• nut of him stn» >'*• near the slanting 
"all*, nnd Inure! • < nth* and ninny 


letters written whop a boy, a youth, n 
young man and a soured, cynical old 
man. These letters alone tell the whole 
story of Beethoven’s life, of his lonely, 
lovelcws life, of the sting of betrnjn! by 
nephews and friends. But there is also 
a diary, which, if it ever got into the 
hnt.ds of a ruthless publisher, could be 
made n sensational publication, for it is 
teeming with satire. 

Ludwig van Beethoven was born in 
1770. 11 is genius was very early dis¬ 
played, nnd his musicul education wiu 
begun by his father, and continued by 
the court organist who introduced him 
to the works of Sebastian Bach and 
Handel. He soon attempted composi¬ 
tion, and showed wonderful facility in 
improvisation. About 1790 he settled 
in Vienna, where Mozart quickly recog¬ 
nized his marvelous powers. When 
about 40 years of nge lie was attacked 
with deafness, which become total, and 
insted through life. He becapic, gradu¬ 
ally, the victim of morbid Irritability, 
and hopeless melancholia, ending in 
confirmed hypochondria, nnd. finally 
dropsy und delirium. He continued to 
compose, however, long after In* had 
ceased to hear himself play, and re¬ 
ceived homage und honors from all 
parts of Europe. He died, unmarried 
in Vienna, in March 1827.

0\V that you'vcvnll told your *tor- 
lex ubout the meanneasandcusa- 
educas of tho coyote," said Johnaon 
Itleekcr, n mountain herder in the San 
Bernardino mountain." of California,in a 
company of ranchmen at the store 
ov er at Warncr'a Springs the otiller even¬ 
ing, "I have a little on tlmt subject to 
say myself. I owe my life to a pack of 
coyotes up iu Kern county, nnd from 
all that I can learn they aro the same 
u.t all others of tlio coyote family. In 
1873 I was teachingn district school in 
San Diego county, ami was all run down 
in health and spirits. When the long 
summer vacation came on, I liad nn in¬ 
vitation from my brother Ned to conic 
and apend the mitmncr at his ranch in 
the. mountains in Kern county. I ac¬ 
cepted, and went there on mule back, 
because there were no railroads in 
southern California then. 

"Tlie second day I wax at ray brother's 
ranch. We wentout for a week of hunt¬ 
ing In the mountains. Wc were armed 
with tlie beat .rifles, and our horses car¬ 
ried a big lot of ammunition nnd cninp 
stores. Xed soon tired of bunting, nnd 
after wc had tumbled over two wild¬ 
cats and several antelope he wanted to 
get back to his horse, sheep and vine- 
} nrds. lie told iuctlint the upper moun¬ 
tain canyons were full of big game, 
nnd that lie knew from the loss of sev¬ 
eral calves nnd pigs that summer there 
were bears in the heavy timber. That 
was enough to excite my beat endeav¬ 
ors with n rifle, and I stayed iu the 
mountains while Brother Ned went 
down to his ranch. For a week more 
I got nothing more than n deer, sev¬ 
eral antelopes, and for the. sake of get¬ 
ting rid of the mean varmints, I shot a 
dozen or so coyotes. 

“I spent one niglit in a camp of a fevvv 
miners, who were washing gold in a 
canyon, and tlio next morning when L 
rode away one of them advised me to 
keep near to their comp, for they had 
seen the day before grizzly bear tracks 
in the mud about the springs two miles 
away. I laughingly assured the miners 
that I took pride in my marksmanship, 
and was naturally cautious and cool, so 
I thought no harm could come to me. 
Along ubout noon Hint day I shot a 
buck some 200 yards from me, und as 
the wounded animal bounded nwny in 
•\ heavy chaparral, I drove my spurs in 
my -mustang and gave chase. It was 
easy to follow the buck, because it left 
a trail of blood stains on the ground, 
and in the brush us it bounded along. 
The deer ran down the mountain slope 
for perhaps a quarter of a mile, and 
then suddenly struck down the moun¬ 
tain. And so, following it, I came nt 
last to the edge of the canyon, with 
its Inrge timber and heavy under¬ 
growth. Just ns I entered this can¬ 
yon I came upon the overturned trunk 
of nn enormous tree, which had appar¬ 
ently fallen several month** before, 
turning out a huge mound of clay with 
its roots. The trail of blood showed 
that the deer had leaped over the trunk, 
tint my horse was no jumper, aud I 
began hastily circling around the tree. 
As I turned the angle of the clay mound 
at its root, with a vicious snort un enor¬ 
mous grizzly sprang up erect out of the 
shadows and faced me with jaws open. 

1 bis uppn'rition nml the sudden 'squin¬ 
ting* of my horse occupied one second. 
Before the next siicoiiil vvaa over mv 
horse hud jumped alaiut 15 feet, I should 
think. I bad'gone over bis liack in a 
curve, turning somersaults fieforc I 
struck the ground. My gun hud gone 
dear over Ihe grizzly'* bead and lay on 
the other side of him. ami there I was 
with my leg broken above the knee. 

"Isn't it queer whut funny tilings 
you will think of iu some awful mo¬ 
ment of sorrow or suspense? I lay 
there, trying to imagine whether Ned 
would And enough of my bones to ac¬ 
cord me decent burial when lie came 
to search for me. i wax absolutely feel¬ 
ing in my pocket a little dizzily for a 
pencil and paper, no that 1 could write 
ii few words, when the grizzly entuo, 
rnielled me over two or three times, ami 
at lni*t took hold of my left shoulder uud 
began to drag uie. Then the pain lu 
my broken leg nnd tny tortured shoul¬ 
der overcame me anil I went off Into 
blissful unconsciousness. When I 
began to find myself again the 
loud bowling, deep growling and 
screams of rage startled me back 
iuto the world. 1 found Ihe griz¬ 
zly standing over me. while all 
around, not more thuu 20 yard* uwu.v. 
were great gaunt, hungry coyotes. 
They bud gathered iu great numbers, 
nnd 1 saw iu u moment what had saved 
my life thus far. They were afraid D 
venture upon the beur while he held lib 
prey, and he could not begin ripping up 
his captive while they stood uround. 
strung iu numbers and emboldened bv 
famine. Whenever the grizzly put bis 
bead down to take hold of me. thr 
coyote* instantly begun to crowd neur- 
er, whereupon he raised his head with u 
warning growl, and they fled to a safer 
distance. This occurred not oner or 
tvvlie but a dozen times. The very fact 
(hat I am hero to-day, gentlemen, is 
due to a gang of coyotes that would bar 
t‘>rn me Into a good many fragments if 
they could have hud their way. 

"But the brief respite came to un 
"■ml. The l*ear. tired uf being defrauded 
of bis tneal, decided to drag it to some 
more secluded place, and there feast at 
his leisure, lie made one last charge 
upon the coyotes und then, rushing i 
buck, seized my shoulder again and i 
started off in a trot. A few moments of 
agony were followed by another fulnt- ' 
ing *pe!l. und ones more, happily. I was j 
unconscious. When I recovered the 
suuie howling, raging pandrmouluui ! 
was going on around me. Added nuiu- I 
her* hud made the coyotes more cour¬ 
ageous. and they were pressing close 
ii|m.i» the grizzly. He hud not yet begun 
i . devour me. He would stand over me 
;:i I growl fur a moment und then make 
« nsluugbts upon the enemy, scattering j 
them like chuff. As I turned lo watch 
him iu one of these violent uttaeks 1 
"us startled to find that 1 wus lying | 
just before the door of one of my J 
brother NevFs bcarpens iu the lower 


mountain*. It was n little house, built | 
nnd roofed with logs securely clnmped 1 
together. The door wns raised nnd i 
fastened to (he lever that connected I 
with (he (rigger Inside. I had helped I 
(•» build n dozen just like the one near i 
at hand. At first mv thought wns of the 
grim joke It would be on Ned’s bear 
trap to have his brother devoured by n 
licnr right in front of it. Then some¬ 
thing else occurred to me. The bear 
cnnie buck nnd stood over me. His 
mouth was open to shutdown on my 
neck and finish this story for me. I 
could feel his hot brenth on m.v 
face, when the coyotes mnde n rush, nnd 
one of them actually seized my foot. 
The grizzly rushed after them furious¬ 
ly. Now was my opportunity. With su¬ 
perhuman exertion born of n highly 
despemte condition of affairs I rose 
upon tny uninjured knee, nnd hnlf 
scrambled hnlf roiled into the pen. Be¬ 
fore I vvaa well in I could hear the huge 
brute coming on a run. I crawled an¬ 
other foot further—too Intc—no, I 
reached the trigger with the tips of my 
fingers, nnd down shot the ponderous 
door, scraping tho grizzly's nose ns if 
fell. I was shut up in (ho bear pen. 

"What it moment that wns in my life. 

If I were to live n thoiumnd years I 
should never forget it. How the brutes 
did rage outside. A hundred t imes they 
walked around the pen, the bear officiat¬ 
ing n» chief mourner, nnd the coyote* 
skulking after him and howling dis¬ 
mally. As for me, I lay stretched on 
the ground itsside and laughed nnd 
cried, nnd cried nnd laughed, for my 
nerves were gone nil to pieces, nnd I 
had n spell of! what would have been 
hysterics if I had been n woman. Some- 
times I varied tho,performance by faint¬ 
ing comfortably away, with such u 
blessed wn*e of security, nnd when 1 
waked again L cried nnd laughed some 
more. 1 staid Micro end kept house In 
ti nt bear pen 1 don't know how many 
hours, nnd nil the time my broken leg 
itched horribly. 

"After awhile a fusillade of shots 
mused me, nnd I saw the grizzly rise 
upon liis lmunches. Then *omc more 
shots sounded nnd lie fell, with faint 
struggling motions of his arms. The 
coyotes rushed nt him first, tint a few 
more shots neottored them. 

"The next 1 knew there stood my 
brother Izlward, looking down upon 
me in the bear trap. 1 was suffering 
too much to observe tho expression 
of bis face, but he was astonished 
beyond expression to see me alive be¬ 
fore him. lie was accompanied by tny

They started 
immediately to hunt me up, when they 
came across my brother Ned, vvholuid 
come up for another day’s hunt with 
me. They saw where 1 had passed 
through tlie chapurr.il, ami where I 
had been thrown from tny horse. The 
prints of the bear's feet hnd given them 
reason to believe 1 was done for, nnd 
tlie blood on tlio ground assured them 
of a frightful dcutli 1 had met. It was 
four or five months before 1 could get 
about without crutches, and it was sev¬ 
eral weeks that 1 lay critically ill at 
my brother’s rone'll with my shattered 
limb. The doctors say it is marvelous 
that I lived through the first month. I 
still feel pain where the break occurred 
whenever tlie weatilier is dump, nnd I 
don't suppose i shall ever get over the 
horrible sensation of that July day, 
when I hnd my life saved Toy the coyotes. 
Do you wonder Mint 1 have a tender 
spot in my heart for the beasts that nine 
out of ten men think are the meanest 
and sneakiest that live?"—Detroit Free 
Press.

It is not a business 
that rail be Conducted Without ex¬ 
perience, hut ii Is one that pays hotter for 
the money invested than anything else iu 
the way of breeding. 

Kvery year brings evidence of tlm value 
of tlm scratching shed. The active hens j 
are tin* layers. Kxercise i* essential to , 
health ami tgg production. Scratching 1 
sheds also are liealili promoters by keeping 

* he Hock from being unnecessarily exposed 
•luring inclement weather. 

A point too often overlooked Is that a 
farmer should have working capital in due 
proportion to the acres lie attempts to till. 
Some are alert to procure tlm acres, and 
think the rest will take care of itself. 
Large farms are not often cultivated as 
are smaller ones, because the owners do 
not have sufficient working capital. 

Too many male birds lessen the profit 
and are ohjectionuhle in other ways. Dis¬ 
pose of surplus males as soon as possible, 
hut retain one or two more than needed in 
case of accident, etc. 

The Inside of the hennery should le 
lined with tar or felt paper, nnd you will 
he surprised to see the difference in the 
temperature it will make and the amount 
of hit or an I foi d it will save. 

It is for the conservation of moisture that 
we keep lip tile cultivation of the crops in 
summer, hut the evaporation which can be 
checked by this means is small when com¬ 
pared with tlm amount of water taken up 
from the soli by an ordinary growth of 
weeds. We can hardly estimate the im¬ 
portance of killing the weeds. 

We are commanded to boar one another's 
burdens, hut 1 don't think it means that 
we should take our neighbor's weeds with¬ 
out kicking. Helms 110 right to eudutiger 
my crops by bis carelessness. 

In every manjiml woman, to say noth¬ 
ing of children, there is a natural love for 
the soil and its products. To plant and 
set* things grow is always interesting, nnd 
as peoplo grow older this instinct generally 
grows, too. To plant a bulb garden now is 
therefore to insure a pleasure for the com¬ 
ing spring. 

A farmer cluims to Imve found a sure 
cure for potato bugs, by ten years experi¬ 
ence in Colorado. Ills plan is to plant one 
or two tl ix seeds in each bill of potatoes. 
He says tlmt the bugs will slum it every 
time, and that for ten years lie lias thus 
been successful ill raising potatoes while 
others have failed. This remedy Is simple 
and costs almost nothing. Our farmers 
should remember it nt planting time.

"something else" comprises a veritable 
wonderland of summer beauty and 
dreamy restfulncsa, the mere memory 
of which may make one experience n 
thrill of warmth and transient lan¬ 
guor in the midst of his winter ueti\i- 
t es in some great northern city. 

Such is the potent magic of u few do* 
glees of latitude! 

The West Indies lie to the south and 
cast of Florida and Mexico, llcginning 
with Cuba, which nearly abuts on Mexi¬ 
co, they sweep away to the east and 
south and In an almost symmetrical 
semicircle to Trinidad, which lies off 
llie coast of Venezuela. Of course any 
map of the western hemisphere will tell 
as much nt a glance. Hut maps are 
somew hut like philosophers—they yxeld 
their information only to tlie earnest 
inquirer, not to every casual passer-by. 
Hence it is safe to assume* that com¬ 
paratively few people in the states 
know even that much about the West 
Indies. 

Hut no amount of mere geographical 
knowledge could convey to the mind 
an adequate impression of the attrac¬ 
tiveness of these islunds of the sunny 
southern sea; and it may truly be said 
that it is only very lately that they 
have been "discovered" by American 
enterprise. Apart from Cuba, the 
United States is doing u large and rap¬ 
idly increasing trade with the West In¬ 
dies—about which anyone interested 
can learn by consulting the consular 
reports of the state department. And 
of late several tourist companies hav • 
scheduled the islands on their itinera¬ 
ries. 

And nowhere else on the face of the 
globe would it be possible to ilml spots 
thnt more ideally fulfill the require¬ 
ments of the tourist. In the first place 
they are so near home that the trip in¬ 
volves but small outltft in time or 
traveling expenses. And the traveling 
is comfortable and even luxurious; for 
In most cases it mentis nights on the 
balmy sea and dayxtspcnt in wandering, 
by coach or on horseback, amid scenes 
of infinite variety and beauty alto¬ 
gether different from those to which 
one is accustomed in lands of the tem¬ 
perate zone. It will not do, however, to 
turn this letter into a thinly veiled 
guide book—after the fushiou of some 
correspondents I know. Its purpose, 
moreover, is rather to tell some inter¬ 
esting facts about the islands of a sort 
to which guide books usually give a 
wide berth. 

That the West ladies are volcanic in 
their origin is beyond doubt. lbitMt far 


does not appear to have l»een very ex¬ 
tensive. The center of the disturbance 
was nt Montserrat, and it sprend thrnre 
westward to the Virgin islands and 
southward to Martinique. The shock* 
l isted throughout one whole week of 
terror. Houses were thrown down 
nnd great tidal wn vex swept tip over the 
ruin*, drowning many who had escaped 
from tlielr crumbling dwellings. I’hus 
n large number of lives were lost 

The islands have always been subject 
to these visitations; nnd this Is not to 
be wondered ut, considering that the 
while chain of the Antilles forms n sort 
of outlnyingxeixmlc area to the volcanic 
region thnt traverses the continent’nnd 
which is ns active to-<lny ns it ever w.m 
lit pnst historic ages. It Is true that nl 
Into years the West Indies have lind few 
really serious earthquakes to record 
Scarcely n month ever passes in which 
slight shocks do not happen in one 
island or the other, butthegreat event* 
since 1312, w hen the St. Vincent volcano 
(now supposed to bo extinct) erupted, 
may be counted on the fingers of one 
hnnd. St. Vincent, St. Lucia, Dominica. 
< iundaloupe nnd the Virgin islands hnvi 
been the sufferers from these calami 
tons visitations. 

The former island, in the year men¬ 
tioned, was the scene of n volcanic erup¬ 
tion that ncnrly swallowed it up. It* 
whole face was changed. In 1310 the 
Virgin Islands (which Include St. 
Thomas), nhout &0 islets, large and 
small, were torn nml rent by nn earth¬ 
quake; some of the islands were joined 
together nnd others became divided; 
bills i-ank into plains and valleys 
bellied tip Into hills. In 1307 they 
suffered in much the same way, their 
geography being again somewhnt modi¬ 
fied. Hotwccn these years Guadeloupe 
and Dominica had several visitations, 
nnd in 1379 the so-cnlled "Hoilingltikc," 
or water crater, of the latter bad nn 
eruption which shook the island to It* 
center, tiling down mountains into 
valleys, tilled up rivers, crenting di* 
n-Irons floods, and covered the island 
for two hours In a forenoon with a 
cloud of impenetrable darkness. In 
nil of these convulsions there was great 
loss of life. 

Since 1978 there has been no earth 
quake in any of the islands worth re 
cording until those of April. Montser¬ 
rat, which has not hitherto had a record 
earthquake, was the principal sufferer 
ou this occasion; and it is a notable fact 
that never before in the history of West 
Indian earthquakes has the nrei 
affected been so extensive. Of course 
science lias to confess to a very scan! 
knowledge of the phenomena of earth¬ 
quakes; but in so far as these islands

as comparative physiography throw* 
any light on their gculogicul history 
they belong to 1111 area of upheaval 
rather than subsidence.

This fact has been called to mind by 
the recent terrific earthquake* that 
swept the Leeward Islands group of the 
Antilles. Home account « f the occur¬ 
rence was telegraphed to the New York 
papers; but telegraphing is an ex pen 
slvo hunlncts down here, nnd new* 
travels slowly. lienee the full detail 
have just readied here The damug- 


ire concerned, tlie visitations appear to 
run iu cycles'like the weather. It would 
also seem ns though the channels of 
communication or concussion — or 
whatever they might Ik? termed—have 
icccntiy cleared themselves for action; 
or "blown out," so to speak. As an indi¬ 
cation of this, it may be mentioned that 
some month or so ago, previous to the 
lute severe shocks, an earthquake thnt 
occurred iu Antigua nnd Montserrat 
simultaneously traveled down to thi* 
b land ahead of tlie telegram announc¬ 
ing its occurrence there, nnd was the 
next day reported from Central Amer¬ 
ica. Conversely, the great earthquake . 
of 1307 appeared to originate in Central 
America, traveled to the Virgin island*, 
where they reached their maximum 
force, and thcncc onward to Venezuela. 

It is perhaps needless to add that in 
view of these facts West Indians are at 
present on thoqtii vivo for eart hquakes; 
Knowing only too well what they have 
to expect, but being in a horrible slate 
of uncertainty just vvhore # nnd when to 
look out for it. These terrific pheno¬ 
mena arc awful enough visitations iu 
continental lands; but tlielr terror i* 
simply unspeakable in sea-girt isle* 
where the whelming tidal wave is 1111 
almost inevitable accompaniment when 
once the island gets fairly swaying nn 
■ its oeean bed. 

j This, however, scarcely applies to tlm 
Greater Antilles, which comprise Cuba. 
Jamaica, Hnyti and I'orto Illco. \nv 
convulsion tliat could seriously affect 
Modi huge land areas would necessarily 
have to Ik* cataclysmic in it* nature. 
And it is moreover a matter of history 
tliat the Greater Antilles have never 
Miffered seriously from earthquaker 
The historic catastrophe that swal¬ 
lowed up I’ort Hoyal in 1GU2 wus not.

; city was built on nn overhanging 
longue of coral shoal. Its foreshore 
, warehouses were full of million* of 
i tons of Spanish Main s|>oI!h. A very 
\ slight earthquake did proliality occur.
